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City Drops Effort To 
Halt Feeding Program 


The District of Columbia has 
dismissed its appeal of a perma- 
nent injunction concerning the 
homeless feeding program at 
Western Presbyterian Church, 
located at 2401 Virginia Avenue, 
N.W. 

The city had appealed the in- 
junction issued by Judge Stanley 
Sporkin allowing Miriam’s Kit- 
chen to operate at the site. 

According to Western’s pas- 
tor, John Wimberly, the appeal 
was dropped after church of- 
ficials made a personal appeal to 
Mayor Marion Barry. At a news 
conference, Wimberly said the 
church also agreed to conditions

in order to have the appeal 
dropped. He said Western Pres- 
byterian has agreed to address 
any noise and traffic concerns 
prompted by the program, 
agreed to keep the program in- 
doors at its current location and 
agreed to not place any signs on 
the property advertising the pro- 
gram’s existence. 

Barbara Kahlow, vice presi- 
dent of the Foggy Bottom 
Association, said the mayor 
broke his word and the com- 
munity is disappointed he made 
a deal without informing 
residents. However, she said the 
citizens of Foggy Bottom still 


have various avenues open to 
pursue their objections to 
Miriam’s Kitchen operating in 
violation of the city’s zoning 
regulations. 

The decision appears to have 
broad implications for the 
neighborhood and the city. 
Wimberly said it gives churches 
more power over what they can 
do on their property. And he 
said he has been told the city is 
planning to rework its regula- 
tions to eliminate ways District 
regulations can be used to block 
projects undertaken by religious 
groups.

Board Lacks Authority 
to Nominate 


On June 15, 1995 the Foggy 
Bottom Executive Board passed 
a motion to nominate Barbara 
Kahlow and Jim Caldwell for 
President and Vice President. 
This action was taken after the 
Nominating Committee was un- 
able to recommend candidates 
for either position. Actually, Mr. 
Caldwell was originally- nomi- 
nated for VP but declined when 
the Committee was unable to 
choose a candidate for President. 

I am greatly disappointed that 
the Board took this action, par- 
ticularly since neither the full 
Board nor the general member- 
ship was informed beforehand 
of this intended action. I also 
believe that the Board does not 
have the authority to make such 
nominations. 

According to the By-laws, the 
Board is to appoint a Nominat- 
ing Committee of at least 5 indi- 
viduals by March 1 and the Com- 
mittee is to report its findings to 
the membership at the June 
meeting. Nothing in the By-laws 
gives the Board the authority to 
make nominations. Individual 
Board members can make nomi- 


nations from the floor at the 
time of the election but the 
Board itself has no such explicit 
authority. 

This year the Board paid 
meticulous attention to follow- 
ing the By-laws. The Nomi- 
nating Committee was unable to 
agree on a candidate for Presi- 
dent. My understanding is that 
at least 3 of the 6 members were 
opposed to the individual whose 
name is now being put forth. Is 
it right, much less fair, that the 
Board took this action? I don’t 
think so.
